I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Condition  of  your  District  for  the  year  1913. 


POPULATION. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  population  at  the  middle  of  the 
year  was  14,061,  and  on  this  number  the  tables  are  based. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
461,  or  1 1  less  than  the  number  for  1912.  To  this  must  be 
added  4  births  transferred  to  the  district,  making  a  total  of 
465,  which  is  equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  33*07  per  thousand 
per  annum,  a  decrease  of  0*79  per  thousand  compared 
with  the  birth-rate  for  1912. 
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The  birth-rate  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Durham 
was  30'6.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year  was  209.  This  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  14*8 
per  thousand  per  annum.  In  public  institutions  and  other 
places  outside  the  district,  38  deaths  occurred  among 
persons  belonging  to  the  district,  and  2  deaths  occurred 
in  the  district  of  persons  belonging  to  other  districts,  which 
makes  the  total  number  of  deaths  245.  The  males  num¬ 
bered  120,  and  the  females  125.  The  total  death-rate  is 
therefore  17*42  per  thousand.  The  number  of  deaths  is 
61  more  than  the  number  for  1912,  and  the  death-rate 
is  higher  by  4‘22  per  thousand. 

The  death-rate  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Durham

Of  the  houses  that  are  fit  for  occupation,  there  are 
scarcely  any  untenanted  in  the  district. 

BUILDING  TRADE. 

There  were  no  dwelling  houses  erected  during  the  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  plans  were  approved  for  the 
erection  of  a  street  of  23  houses,  and  there  is  evidence 
that  before  long  some  of  the  houses  that  were  voluntarily 
closed  will  be  made  fit  for  habitation. 
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BIRTH-RATE. 

The  Birth-rate  for  the  year  amounted  to  33'07  per 
thousand,  or  0*79  per  thousand  below  last  year’s  rate,  and 
3*36  per  thousand  less  than  the  average  for  the  past  10 
years.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  for  the  year  1913  is  176  per 
thousand  births,  as  compared  with  67  for  the  year  1912. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  Administrative 
County  of  Durham  for  1913  was  137. 

The  mortality  among  infants  and  young  children  is  the 
chief  cause  of  the  increased  death-rate  for  the  year.  The 
prolonged  hot  weather  called  into  operation  agencies  that 
are  less  active  or  are  dormant  at  other  periods.  These 
conditions  are  remediable  to  a  great  extent,  and  when  the 
remainder  of  the  open  middens  are  abolished,  and  all  the 
back  yards  are  concreted,  it  may  confidently  be  anticipated 
that  the  influence  on  the  death-rate  will  be  marked. 
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DISEASES  OF  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and 
other  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  was  46,  being 
12  more  than  in  1912. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Phthisis  caused  14  deaths,  which  is  1  more  than  the 
number  recorded  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  number 
of  deaths  from  Tubercular  Diseases,  other  than  Phthisis, 
was  3,  which  is  4  less  than  in  1912. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
was  23,  and  other  Tuberculosis  17,  making  a  combined 
total  of  40,  and  of  these,  14  received  sanatorium  treatment. 

Sputum  Flasks,  Paper  Handkerchiefs  and  Disinfectants, 
with  cards  of  instructions,  were  supplied  by  the  Council 
and  in  all  cases  of  death  from  Phthisis  the  house  and 
clothing  are  disinfected.

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  10,  which  is  8  more 
than  the  year  before. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  74.  They  were  chiefly 
of  a  mild  type. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  by 
the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company.  The 
water  is  pumped  from  deep  wells  in  the  magnesian  lime¬ 
stone  to  a  reservoir,  which  at  low  pressure  will  reach  200 
feet  above  ordnance  datum.  The  ground  floor  of  the 
highest  house  in  the  district  is  173  feet  above  datum. 

The  water  is  wholesome  for  domestic  use  and  the  supply 
plentiful. 

The  water  for  Thistley  Hall  has  still  to  be  carted. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

The  condition  of  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  was,  in  the 
various  inspections  made,  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
most  recent  cow  census  showed  that  there  were  63  cows 
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in  the  district,  and  of  these,  44  were  tested  with  Tuberculin.

They  were  inspected  periodically  by  the  Council’s  Veter¬ 
inary  Surgeon,  and  no  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  udder 
were  found. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  number  of  cases  removed  to  the  Hospital  for  treat¬ 
ment  was  55.  Of  these,  47  were  Scarlet  Fever,  and  8 
Typhoid  Fever.  The  proportion  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
removed  to  the  Hospital  was  63|  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  and  100  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number  of  Typhoid  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hospital. 

SMALLPOX  HOSPITAL. 

Accommodation  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  cases 
of  Smallpox  is  provided  at  the  Whiteleas  Smallpox  Hospital 
by  the  North-East  Durham  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board, 
of  which  the  District  Council  is  one  of  the  Constituent 
Authorities. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  this  purpose. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  department  is  worked  by  the  Council’s  own  men, 
and  generally  the  duties  are  performed  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  All  the  material  is  deposited  on  the  fields  of 
farmers  in  the  neighbourhood. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  16  butchers’  shops  in  the  district.  Of  these,  6 
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have  slaughter  houses,  3  slaughter  in  their  shops,  and  the 
others  do  not  slaughter.  There  are  no  specially  certificated 
meat  inspectors.

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

272  houses  were  inspected,  measured  and  planned. 
One  house  was  voluntarily  closed  and  put  into  a  habitable 
condition  after  plan  was  approved  by  the  Council.  12 
houses  were  permanently  closed  under  an  order  of  the 
Council.  In  54  cases  the  preliminary  notice  was  complied 
with. 

Coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  there  are  2,575 
tenements. 

56  privy-middens  were  abolished  and  the  water-carriage 
system  substituted. 

In  a  number  of  cases,  damp  walls  were  rectified,  rooms 
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ventilated,  defective  roofs  and  floors  repaired,  yards 
cemented,  and  drains  relaid. 

A  Public  W.C.  and  Urinal  was  erected.
